It is an ancient and time-honored 
custom in this land of ours for 
public officials—on national holi- 
days and during times of stress—to 
give patriotic addresses, exhorting 
the people of re-dedicate them- 
selves to America—and prove equal 
to their great heritage by a higher 
degree of good citizenship. 

We have no quarrel with that cus- 
tom; the American people need to 
take time out at frequent intervals 
to reconsecrate themselves to Amer- 
ica—and certainly, in a democracy, 
good citizenship is the cornerstone 
of good government. 

But under present conditions, we 
are of the opinion that the cus- 


| tom might well be reversed for this 
|once. It is time that the American 


people spoke to American office- 
holders and exhorted them to give 
a little more unselfish, unswerving 
devotion to the people whose des- 
tinies they control, and to the na- 
tion whose trust they hold. 

Lest we be misunderstood, this 
writer does not question the fund- 
amental patriotism of most public 
offttials; they are probably just as 
patriotic as the voters who elected 
them. But many of them, we be- 
lieve, have lost sight of the fact 
that extravagant spending of public 
funds on unneeded government 
frills and follies ceases to be “just 
politics” during a national 
gency, and can only be classed as 
disloyalty to their country and the 
people who comprise it. Many such 
public officials, who would gladly 
shoulder a rifle to hold off an in- 
vader, would buck like a Missouri 
mule if asked to cut their depart- 
mental overhead so that funds could 
be made available, in greater mea- 
sure, to arm this country against 
such invasion. Many of them, we be- 
lieve, just haven’t stopped to de- 
fine patriotism,-as the term applies 
to government officers. 

There can be no escape from na- 
tional defense taxes—and no real 
American, who places a proper val- 
uation on his American birthright— 
will seek to evade taxes which are 
imposed to safeguard his nation’s se- 


curity. But the mere fact that such | 


tremendous demands must be made 
on the people for national defense 
should make any reasonable, hon- 
est, patriotic public official think 
twice before spending public funds

for non-essentials; certainly it 
should make him ashamed to dole 
out the funds entrusted to him for 
political patronage. 

Several recent developments in the 
news are responsible for this unre- 
quested “speech to public offici- 
als.” 

First, we noted an announcement 
by the California Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation that local government ex- 
penditures throughout the state in- 
creased 42 per cent in the five years 
between 1934-35 and 1939-40. Coupl- 
ed with this was a report that state 
expenditures during the same per- 
iod went up 34 per cent, jumping 
from $166,000,000 to $223,000,000. And 
in addition to these increases, of 
course, there was a record-breaking 
jump in Federal expenditures for 
non-defense purposes. 

Second, we noted a report by the 
Accembly Interim Committee on 
Governmental Efficiency and Econ- 
omy recommending that in view of 
soaring state revenues, which are 
greaty exceeding normal 
‘Governor Olson should call a spe- 
cial session of the state legislature 
,to reduce State taxes. This report 
pointed out that the state deficit 
will be liquidated by the middle of 
next year and that the pre- 
|sent state tax burden is “un- 
necessarily in excess of the State’s 
| actual requirements, while at the 
same time taxpayers throughout the 
state will be facing the burden of 
paying out huge additional amounts 
for necessary federal tax purposes.” 

It is conservatively estimated na- 
tional defense taxes next year will 
take at least 24 cents out of every 
dollar earned by American citizens. 
And it is considered quite probable 
that defense tax demands may 
greatly exceed this amount. In 
!Great Britain, 50 per cent of the 
nation’s income is going into arm- 
,ament costs; in Germany, 60 per 
cent. 


In light of such conditions; in 
‘view of the great sacrifices which 
are to be asked of citizens in ev- 
ery walk of life—isn’t it time for 


levery public official in California, 


from Governor Olson down to the 
'lowliest township officer, to re-ex- 
; amine his books and his patriotism? 
,Isn’t it time for the people to speak 
'to their chosen representatives and 
\say: “We are sacrificing; we ex- 
|pect you to do likewise—and if you 
,don’t, we shall put you down as 
| having failed in your public trust 
land your loyalty to America?” We 
think it is!.
